Talk up AO-40 and ARISS. 

[f you are not familiar with the above terms, do amateur radio a favor and read up on them, and spread the word. These two 
amateur radio milestones will generate a great deal of interest from non-hams, so have the answers when some prospective 
hams ask about them. International Space Station (ISS}—Amateur Radio on the International Space Station (ARISS) 


ARISS Ham Radio Equipment Test a Success (CNN) — 


The first residents of the International Space Station enjoyed a few days rest before preparing for the arrival of a Russian 
spacecraft crammed with tons of supplies. During their down time they hooked up a ham radio and spoke with people more 
than 200 miles (320 km) below on Earth. 

The crew of two cosmonauts and one astronaut over the weekend successfully fired up their new ham radio equipment in 
Zarya, one of three modules currently comprising the orbiting outpost, NASA said. The agency said the trio would use the 
radio to talk with school children and ham radio operators throughout the world. But a NASA spokesman at Mission Control 
in Houston said Monday he did not know who the crew spoke with during their first ham radio conversations.

The next-generation AMSAT Phase 3D Amateur Radio satellite (AO-40) blasted off from Earth on schedule November 16 
at 0107z. Listen for AO-40 beacons on 435.450 MHz., 2400.200 MHz 2400.350 MHz, 2400.600 MHz ,and the PSK beacon 
on 145.898 MHz. Phase 3D is the largest Amateur Radio satellite ever put into space. Plans are in place to make AO-40 
available for a limited period of general amateur use possibly within a week or two, but the satellite will not be up to full power 
until it is boosted to a higher orbit and its’ solar panels deployed this summer. 

The most likely configurations for the limited test period would be Mode U/V (Mode B)}—70cm up and 2 meters down— 
and Mode L/S—1.2 GHz up and 2.4 GHz down, SSB and CW. Software for decoding the AO-40 beacons with a computer 
soundcard is available for downloading on the AMSAT website at http://www.amsat.org.

We 
are investigating an audio (mike) 
problem with the TS-950. | have had con- 
tact with the repair person of the TS-570sat, 
and we might see it before year’s end (hope

We still await the Packet BBS from 
W3CH all else is ready. All Operators are 
encouraged to check the Alinco Packet BBS 
radio every day. I have found it to be 
changed to 145.00, when it should be on 
144.99 ALL THE TIME. PLEASE DO 
NOT CHANGE THE FREQUENCY OF 
THIS RADIO. 


NOW for the BIG PROBLEM. The 
Ten-Tec was found with no power output 
on Sunday 11/27/00 when I was there to 
look into the distortion on the 950°s audio. 
The culprit looks like operators not read- 
ing the instructions for PSK31, and run- 
ning the Ten-Tec at 100 watts, not at 25 
watts as the instructions direct. PSK31 1s a 
full duty cycle mode, and none or the ra- 
dios in our station can do that. To boot, more 
that 40 watts distorts your signal all over 
the area. The logbook tells the tale with con- 
tacts logged at 100 watts! I personally have 
worked into Eastern Europe with 20 watts, 
and my beam 90 degrees off heading. 


If you want to operate our Station 
you must read all the literature especially 
when new equipment such as a new mode 
is installed.
